Fort Valley, Ga. November .— 
The viscera of Fred D. Shepard, 
whose death June 2 is under inves- 
tigation as the result of an order 
by Superior Court Judge Mathews, 
was taken today to Atlanta by Dr. 
M. S. Brown for analysis by Dr. 
Abercrombie, state chemist. The 
analysis, it was said, was to be made 
for the purpose of determining 
whether Shepard’s death resulted 
from poison. ; 

The body was exhumed and re- 
buried yesterday, after the vital or- 
gans had been removed and the 
armed guard which had been on 
duty at the grave since the court or- 
der was issued earlier in the week 
was removed. 

Solicitor General Charles H. Gar- 
rett stated tonight that Dr. Aber- 
crombie would be the most impor- 
tant witness before the coroner’s 
jury when it reassembles November 
12. The solicitor stated that the laws 
of Georgia do not permit embalmers 
to use embalming fluid that con- 
tains arsenic or me«cury. 

Dr. Brown testified beforeghe cor- 


oner’s jury that the symptoms of 
Shepard's illness when he was called 
in indicated arsenic or mercurial 
poisoning and at the operation per- 
formed in a Macon hospital, he said, 
black spots were found on the in- 
testines of the patient. 

Solicitor Garrett asserted that the 
autopsy confirmed the statements of 
Dr. Brown as to the condition of the 
body. . 

The appearance of a will, mailed 
anonymously to Mrs. Alice Crandall, 


Shepard's sister, about two weeks 


ago, led to the investigation of Shep- 
ard’s death. 

At the time of Shepard’s death his 
wife took charge of the estate. The 
will gives her $10,000 and $100 a 
month during her lifetime and takes 
away a large portion of the estate 
which she claimed. 

Mrs, Shepard married Shepard in 
December of last year, Six weeks 
after her husband’s death she mar- 
ried Dr. F. E. Elmer, of Jackson-

The North Georgia Methodist con- 
ference will begin its annual ses- 
sion in Wesley Memorial church 
next Wednesday morning, making 
the ninth time it has met in this 
city, and the third consecutive meet- 
ing.

According to the alleged confes- 
sion Ellis waited at the corner 
Thursday night, where she left the 
car on returning from work, but 
she refused to talk to him, the po- 
lice say, and started to cut through 
a vacant lot to her home, 

Ellis is said to have stated that 
he followed the girl and struck her, 
knocking,’ her down. When ‘she 
arose, according to the alleged con- 
fession, he attacked her with the 
razor.

Mexico City Thorny. 
The job at Mexico City is, of 
course, one of the thorniest in the 
whole diplomatic.service, and much 
will hinge on Harding’s selection 
of an occupant. Henry R. Fletcher, 
our former ambassador there, 
though formerly considered a dem- 
ocrat, was outspokenly for Harding 
in the late campaign, and would, 
because of his prior knowledge of 
conditions therq@ be a _logical 
choice. But again, as in the case of 
Japan, Harding would be amply jus- 
tified ih sending south of the Rio 
Grande the biggest gun in his ar- 
senal. 
The thought of eing the first 
ambassador to Germany following 
the war is enough to cause chills 
to creep up and down the spine of 
any man anxious to represent his 
country abroad. One former am- 
bassador, Dr. David Jayne Hill, is 
available, and would be a safe bet 
were it not for the recent intima- 
tion that he is being groomed for 
secretary of state. Charleemagne 
Tower, of Philadelphia, another for- 
mer ambassador, is also available, 
but there are those in the Harding 
entourage who would suggest rath- 
er that a “new deal” be made in 
regard to Berlin. There is mention 
of Otto H. Kahn, born a Prussian 
and naturalized an American, and 
ardently pro-ally even before our 
entry into the war, would’ “go 
down” with the Germans.. 


Logical Man for Petrograd. 


Russia, of course, is the prize 
enigma of the Jot; but it can be 
said, and now that should recogni- 
tion go through, the logical man to 
represent the country at Petrograd 
or Moscow would be Raymond 
Robins, former. progressive, who 
has been recently touted as a possi- 
ble cabinet member. Robins, as a 
colonel in the Red Cross, was that 
organization’s commissioner in Rus- 
sia during the war, and‘in that 
connection performed any number 
of really ambassadorial duties. He 
knows Lenin and Trotsky personal- 
ly, and is enough of a progressive 
to be a most acceptable choice to 
whatever liberal elements in Russia 
finally prevail. | 

Among all these _  »possibilities, 
there looms up the name of one 
man who has been an unofficial 
ambassador under Wilson, but yet 
is a republican and a Harding man 
—Herbert Hoover. It ts said that 
Hoover can have either a cabinet 
position or any ambassadorship he 
wants. The Johnson wing of the 
party would, to be sure, like to 
make him enjoy to Japan or China 
or Timbuctod, and keep him there: 
and it is certain that if he did ac- 
cept a post abroad he would re- 
lieve Harding of a great deal of 
possible embarrassment that might 
be occasional should his naming 
for the cabinet be fought in the 
senate. But last reports from 
Hoover are that he is thinking of 
no office at all, and will insist on 
being allowed to build up his own 
personal fortune.

James, who is 26 years old, is an 
automobile salesman.

The ehecks were intact, but the cash 
was missing. Footprints, motor car 
tracks and a piece of the covering 
of an automobile seat found near 
the grave gave the authorities their 
first definite clue. A few days lat- 
er James was taken into custody, 
but not arrested. He was held un- 
der detention for more than a week 
before he formally was charged 
with the-killing and lodged in the 
Mount Holly jail. 
It was during the presentation to 
the grand jury of evidence which 
the police claimed connected James 
with the case that Schuck was ar- 
rested. He was ordered taken into 
custody by the grand jury after a 
number of witnesses had been 
heard. He and James are said to 
be close friends. 

Hew Paul Was Murdered. 
In his confession-Schuck is alleged 
to have placed the blame for the 
killing upon James. When Paul got 
into the motor car he took a front 
seat, and James, who was driving, 
turned the wheel over to Schuck and 
took a seat in the rear, Schuck is 
quoted as saying. Schuck said James 
leaned over the struck the bank 
runner. When Schuck remonstrated, 
he said, James again seruck Paul, 
declaring that “he double-clossed me 
once,” 
James then pulled Paul into the 
rear seat. Paul was bleeding pro- 
fusely, but was still conscious. 
Schuck said he started,to drive to a 
hospital, when James placed a pis- 
tol against his back and told him to 
drive as he directed.

EUROPE 10-MEET - 


~ AMERICAN VIEWS 


In Regard to Recasting of 
League of Nations--First 
Move Is Expected to Be 
Made by France. 


Washington, November 7.——(By 
the Associated Press.)—Jules Jus- 
serand, the ee ambassador, 
who went home everal months 
azo on leave and who later was 
ecsigned to special duty in connec- 
tion with the settlement of the 
Polish question. is to return to 
Washington on November 24. He 
is expected to bring with him the 
1 est views of his government re- 
garding the recasting of the league 
of nations covenant and to be pre- 
pared to ciscuss the subject with 
th, officials of the Harding ad- 
ministration as soon as they are in 
office and ready to proceed. 

To Meet American Views. 

It has long been Known in diplo- 
matic circles .in Washington that 
the principal allied powers were 
prepared to go far toward meet- 
ing any desire of the American gov- 
ernment for changes in the plan of 
the covenant, but it has been stat- 
ed in at least one important quar- 
ter that such chewges must in ro 
-ase violate ~ undertying prin- 
ciples of the cQnvention. Dirlo- 
mats generally do not believe that 
such changes could be made by 
reservations such as were proposed 
in the so-called Lodge plan. In their 
opinion amendments would be nec- 
essary. These would require the 
approval of the various signatory 


powers. 

Another matter that will engage 
the «attention of Ambassador Jusse- 
rand is the status of the commer- 
ciap relations between th United 
States and France under existing 
treaties.. France last spring gave 


notice to all powers with which she 
had commercial .treaties of the ter- 


Lmination. of these conventions, her 
Purpose being to replace them with 
a complete set of new treaties shap- 
ed to meet the new conditions in 
trade and cémmerce resulting from 
the war. Before the denunciation 
took effect, however, the French 
government withdrew the notice. so 
far as it concerned the United 
States.’ 
Revision of Trade Treaties. 

France, however, has not aban- 
boned her plan of revising all of her 
commercial treaties and is under- 
stood to be’deferring the opening of 
negotiations with the United States 
until after the change of adminis- 
tration in Washington on next 
March 4. Before the negotiations 
are opened, M. Jusserand is expect- 
ed to acquaint himself with the 
plans of the republican, leaders in 
the matter of tariff revision, which 
might greatly influence the charac- 
ter of any new commercial conven- 
tions. 

The ambassador also is expected 
to make a close survey of the situ- 
ation in Washington and report to 
his government upon the prospects 
of success in case it should decide 
to renew its efforts to secure ap- 
proval by the senate of the treaty, 
which would guarantee protection 
for France against external aggres- 
sion for a period of five years. Fail- 
ure of the original effort in that di- 
rection resulted in the abandonment 
of a similar Franco-British treaty. 


ARMENIANS YIELD 
TO RED ULTIMATUM 


Constantinople, November _— 
Reports from Tiflis indicate that 
the Armenians have yielded to the 
Moseow ultimatum and are offer~ 
ing virtually no resistance to the 
advance of Turkish troops from 
Kars and Alexandropol. The occu- 
pation of Erivan by the Turks and 
Tartars is also declared to be imml- 
nent. 

Dispatches from the Near East 
late last month reported a Russian 
sotiet ultimatum to the Armenians 
demanding that they repudiate the 
treaty with Turkey. break diplo- 
matic relation with the enténts and 
permit, the passage of soviet troops 
through Armenia. Later messages 
declared the Armenians had refused 
to submit to this ultimatum, but 
had agreed to permit the passage of 
soviet troops on condition that the 
‘Turkish nationalist troops. which 
had been pressing in upon Armenla, 
were withdrawn.

paign, when Great. Britain, through 
its parliamentary government was 
facing.the question of the duty, un- 
der the existing treaties, of sup- 
porting the Polish ally. ‘On the 
whole the decision was plainly 
against giving such support, but, 
before the decision was ‘rendered, 
labor intervened and served notice 
upon the government, upon parlia- 
men, upon the nation, that any ac- 
tion designed to -help the Poles 
would be met by a general strike. 


This meant nothing more nor lass 
than the brutal declaration by or- 
ganized labor that the regular and 


constitutional machinery of govern- 
ment, not as it affected domestic 
questions, but as it concerned for- 
must.subject its de- 
cision to the approval of labor, 
that labor must countersign any 
decision to act in support ofa for- 
eign: ally or in defense against a 
common enemy. In a word, what 
was threatened was no less than 
a domestic revolution, provided the 
British cabinet, responsible to par- 
liament and supported by a huge 
majority, undertook to perform its 
constitutional duties in tontraven- 
tion to the will of organized labor. 
Actual Test Not Bad. 

The actual test — issue was 
not bad. Lloyd-George was not 
anxious to aid the Poles, both be- 
cause h@ has not at al] times mani- 
fested extraordinary hostility to 
Poland, and because he was at odds 
with the French over many ques- 
tions, and Prench policy called for 
a vigorous Support of Poland. Be- 
fore the situation became so acute 
that Britain would have been forced 
to aid Poland or repudiate het 
pledge, France, through Weygand, 
had saved Warsaw and Poland. ana

Smith, who addressed the congre- 


| gation of, the St. Mark’s Methodist 


church at the morning service, giv- 
ing most vivid pictures of interest- 
ing experiences he encountered 
during his service overseas with 
an infantry battalion of the Nine- 
teenth division. ; 
The great Americanizing influ- 


‘ence of the war, bringing together 


as it did Jew and Gentile, Catholic 
and Protestant in one great effort 
which showed them their human 
similarity, was outlined in detail by 
the speaker, who gave excerpts 
from his own exciting career as 
an infantry officer to illustrate the 
forcible pointsshe_ made. 

Colonel Smith comes to’ Atlanta 
in the interest of the Anti-Saloon 
league, and told his hearers that 
tthe battle which they are now 


called upon to fight against the re- 
newed efforts of the liquor traffick- 
ers was a much more dangerous 
and important battle than the con- 


itest which wet Flanders fields with 


blood. 

“The threatening shadow of cruel 
German dominion hovered over the 
land of France during the world 
war,” said the speaker, “but it is 
not just a shadow which threatens 
America now in a thousand shapes. 
The evil of liquor ts a thing which 
undermines the land, squeezes ang 
crushes its heart until it bleeds.’ 

Colonel Smith urged that all ef- 
forts be bent toward prevention of 
the repeal of the Volstead act, say~- 
ing that this was only a step to- 
ward the day which would find the 
country in worse condition than in 
the days of the open saloon. “For 
if the wishes of the liquor interests 
are attained and every state is al- 
lowed to fix the percentage of al- 
cohol which it will allow in bev- 
erages, there will be saloons on ev- 
ery hand and it will not be neces- 
sary for a liquor seller to obtain a 
license to sell intoxicants. 

The colonel, who had commanded 
as a major the battalion of the 
Nineteenth division, which woh for 
itself the title of “Battalion of 
Death,” made the fight against liq- 
uor further analogous te the world 
war in that both, he said, are fights 
for the perpetuation of the consti- 
tution of the United States and its 
supremacy. The effort to keep 
down the pra-alcohol legislative at- 
tempt of the liquor interests are but 
attempts to nullify the constitution- 
al amendment which decreed na- 
tional prohibition, he said. 

The many instances from his own 
milita career which were cited 
by Colonel Smith were intensely 
realistic and were interesting to 2 
great degree. He gave in detail 
his experiences in the St. “Mihlel 
drive and told how his battalion 
earned its reputation for fearless- 
ness. ‘ 

In the afternoon Cofonel Smith 
addressed a large mass meeting of 
Decatur citizens, and at 7:30 in the 
evening. addressed a large gather- 
ing at the First Christian church.

Mo., usee sac 
interesting machinery, designed and 
constructed in its.own plant, for 
sorting and counting coins, metal 
tokens and -pdper tickets. 

By 2 o’clock in the morning the. 
receipts of the-day before are en- 
tirely counted, the tokens and tick- 
ets are ready for a new round trip 
or destruction, and the money is 
sacked ready for the bank. : 

First. the metal tokens and coins 
are separated by a machine from 
the paper tickets. The machine is 
operated |\by two men, one at the 
feed table and one at the tills. At 
the left of the machine, a revolving 
table. receives the contents of the 
strong box. A vacuum-suction noz- 
zle removes the paper tickets from 
the mass while the jogging process 
is going on. Coins and metal 
tokens pass through a screen to a 
‘position where thex pass through 
a series of screens, each having an 
aperture for one denomination. The 
paper tickets are drawn into a hpo-. 
per, from which they are weighed 
and checked. From the tills the 
coins and tokens are taken to 
standard counting machines. 

The automatic counting machines 
register the number of pieces passed 
through the mechanism. Three ma- 
chines count metal tickets, while one 
and pennies. 
Coins of larger denomination are 
counted and bundled by hand.

from federal control, Is not by any 
means a cure-all for existing trans- 


portation ailments, but by a wise 
application and a spirit of public 
support of the carriers it can be 
made an effective remedy. The 
most important aspect of it is the 
policy which it embodies—a com- 
plete reversal of the destructive 
policy which has obtained in this 
country for fifteen years, with the 
result upon the transportation ma- 
chinery with which every business 
man is familiar. 

“For fifteen years the railroads 
were strangled. Every application 
for increased rates was fought and 
defeated, despite repeated warnings 
that the policy would reduce the 
ability of the railroads to provide 
adequate facilities. Candidates for 
political office campaigned and 
were elected on platforms embody- 
ing hostility to the railroads. Lead- 
ers of public thought taught, and 
the public believed, that railroad 
operators were corrupt money- 
grabbers and that the only way 
of protecting the public against the 
‘fiends in human form’ was dras 
tic and curbing legislation, and a 
never-ceasing vigilance, opposing 
every request for adequate condi- 
tions of growth. 

Hill's Leng Look Akead. 
“Railroad men saw the effect of 
this policy and diligently warned 
the public against its continuance. 
The late James J. Hill, speaking be- 


(fore the Railway Business associa- 


tion in New York, December “19, 
1912, said: 

ge: ‘The American public must soon 
begin te realize how  injuriously 
they are themselves affected by a 
game thet has been played for so 
many years with their business 
prosperity and their future welfare.

an end to hostile discrimination 
against the railroad, and a policy be 
shaped which will permit the rail- 
ways of the country to lay a broad 
foundation for transacting the fu- 
ture business of the country, by 
providing the machinery without 
which that business cannot be 
done.’ : 
“But despite Mr. Hill’s warning 
—and the warnings of other econ- 
omists who foresaw the inevitable 
consequences of such a destructive 
policy—this policy was continued. 
The inevitable happened. Instead of 
expanding in advance of industrial 
and agricultural needs, as they had 
in the early days of their history, 
the American railroads were unable 
to keep pace with industrial and 
agricultural growth. 


Capital Estranged. 


“The limitations on railroad earn- 
ings, the rising costs of labor and 
materials, the entire removal of 
railroad properties from the field 
of speculation, without sufficient 
fuarantee, and the attractiveness of 
investments: in industrials com- 
bined to divert capital from rail- 
road enterprises to other channels. 
The annual investment of outside 
capital in railroad properties in 
1900 was about $800,000.000 a year. 
In 1916 it had declined to about 
$300,000,000 a year. 

“Construction was curtailed. Ad- 
ditions to and improvement of facil- 
ities were hampered. / 

“The legislation under which the 
carriers were retufned to the con- 
trol of their owners reverses the 
attitude which created this condi- 
tion, It places upon government 
regulating agencies the duty, not 
only of protecting the public, but 
of provfécting the transportation 
agencies—and providing the mate- 
rials for their healthy growth. 
“The transportation industry is a 
quasi-public enterprise. A certain 
amount of regulation is necessary, 
and the managements of the rail- 
road systems accept the view. Byt 
it is necessary that such regulation 
be wisely directed, with a view to 
serving public interest. 

“The first test of the new policy 
came with the award of increased 
rates and fares, ordered July 31, by 
the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. The Interest which leading 
business men and business enter- 
prises took in securing the advance, 
and the almost unanimous approval 
with which it was accepted by the 
public at large, are evidence that 
the lesson has been learned. It is 


that spirit which ae 2 to| 


say that the new era augurs well 
for the future of transportation. 

“And this should never be forgot- 
ten: Business is absolutely wrapped 
up in the development of transpor- 
tation. Not only is transportation, 
of itself, the major industry of the 
United States, but upon its welfare 
and development’ rests the develop- 
ment of every other industry. Were 
the carriers to fail, business would 
be thrown into a chaos from which 
it would take many years to re- 
cover. Therefore, it is to the inter- 
est of every business man—for that 
matter, to the interest of every 
public-spirited citizen—to see to it 
that transportation is developed 
along lines which will promote bus- 
iness growth. : 

Increased Rates. 
“The railroads have been given 


revenues which those increased 
rates will produce should provide 
for the development which was 
hampered through the years of 
anti-railroad legislation and anti- 
railroad hostility. They should pro- 
vide for the bringing in of outside 
capital with which to extend rail- 
road construction, bim%ld additional 
main tracks and yards and sidings, 
add more and better locomotives, 
freight cars and passenger coaches. 
They should do this by stabilizing 
the market for railway securities. 
The bringing about of this condi- 
tion has begun. It is shown every 
day in the market reports. 

“The leading economists of the 
country have shown coclusively 
that the increased rates will not 
add to the cost of living. 

“High prices have been caused 
largely by congestion of transpor- 
tation, interfering with the normal 
flow of commodties from producer 
to consumer. The increased rates 
should provide for removing that 
congestion. Even were it to have 
an immediate heavy effect upon the 
cost of living, the action in grant- 
ing the increases would be justi- 
fied, for its ultimate effect. But 
suck is not the case. 

“There is one important aspect of 
the situation “which presents itself 
to me in consideration of the im- 
proved conditions which should re- 
sult from the rate*increases. That 
is, that patrons of the railroad must 
not grow impatient in expecting im- 
mediate relief. Railroad properties 
declined, under the conditions here- 
in set forth, for a period of fifteen 
years. It is impossible to expect 
that the managing bodies of the 
railroad systems are composed of a 
group of magicians who can repair 
that condition overnight or within a 
few months. It will take time. And 
during that time it is necessary that 
the railroads have the forbearance 
of the public they serve. 

“The immediate and most pressing 
problem which the railroads face is 
that of securing the maximum use 
of existing equipment. In this econ- 
nection there are certain thines 
which both railroad men and those 
who use the railroads can do. THCY 
are embodied in these suggestions: 

What Railroad Men Can Do. 


“Reduction of the number of hours 
which a car spends under load to the 
lowest possible minimum. 

“Reduction of the numbér of bad- 
order cars and the number of loco- 
motives awaiting: or undergoing rec- 
pairs. 

“The promotion of increased é¢f- 
ficiency in* handling of all car and 
train movements by officers and em- 
ployees, 

“Prompter and more careful han- 
dling of cars in switching yarly 
stations and terminals. 

“More effective efforts to bring 
about the return of cars to the own- 
er roads. 


What Shippers Can Do. 


“Order to their loading capacity. 

“Restrict car orders to today’s pro- 
gram. 

“Order cars according to tonnage. 

“Have shipments ready for imme- 
diate loading. 

“Hold less than carload shipments 
for possible carload movement. 

“Co-operate with the _ railroad’s 
representatives in switching service 
and billing. 

“Avoid reconsignments. 

“Release cars as quickly as pos- 
sible—do not use the full free time. 
“Purchase to avoid long hauls. 

“Forward freight according to the 
daily capacity of the consignee to 
unload. 

“The railroads, both individually 
}and collectively, are’ making every 
effort to meet the present situation. 
The Association of Railway Execu- 
tives has adopted an efficiency pro- 
gram which has been approved by 
all member roads, and each road is 
making its own effort to meet the 
situation in its own territory. 

“It is only by the closest co-opera- 


railroad men that the greatest use 
can be made of present equipment. 
There was a time when the railroads 
maintained an attitude of aloofness 
toward the public. That time has 
passed. I believe that I speak rot 
only for myself as president of the 
Central of Georgia, but for all rail- 
road executives of the country, when 
I say that railroad men realize the 
necessity for this close co-operation 
and the fellow understanding which 
it brings. 

“Wihen occasions arise in which 
patrons feel they have constructive 
criticism to make of railroad serv- 
ice, that criticism should be trans- 
mitted directly to the head of that

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A-B-C of Finance :

The spring of 1921, in all prob- 
ability, will witness a great over- 
seas exodus of American travelers. 
Thousands of American tourists will 
visit the historic battlefields of Eu- 
rope, and additional thousar.ds of 
Americans, whose perscnal war sac- 
rifices have aroused in them a new 
and sympathetic interest in foreign 
us by 


grimages abroad during the year. 
Every traveler needs some. form 
of international currency—gooc in 
his own and every other country, 
acceptable at its face value or at 
its current equivalent in the coin of 
foreign lands, secure against theft 
and loss, and convenient to carry. 
Two typical methods of carrying 
funds, either of which combines all 
the advantages mentioned, are the 
use of travelers’ checks and letters 
of credit. The two devices are dis- 
tinct in operation, although they 
may be conveniently employed to- 
gether. 4 

The travelers’ checks of financial 
institutions generally are issued in 
convenient denominations up _ to 
$100. Not only can they be cashed 
at the leading banks in the United 
States, Canada and foreign coun- 
tries, but they are readily accepted 
in settlement of bills by hotels and 
business houses both in the United 
States and Europe. The checks are 
acceptable at the principal railroad 
ticket offices, on dining cars and 
at hotels. : 
Travelers’ checks are self-identi- 
fying. On the forms in most gen- 
eral use, the purchaser writes his 
signature on the check at the time 
of purchase, but does not counter- 
time of encashment. 
The second signature is made in the 
presénce of the person accepting the 
check—a procedure’ which makes 
certain the identification of the 
holder. 

The checks have no value without 
the second signature. A thief or a 
finder of the checks would hardly 
assume the risk of forging the own- 
er’s signature under the eye of the 
person paying them. In case of loss 
the owner should notify the issuine” 
bank, which will. thereupon stop 
payment, and, when a proper indem- 
nity has been furnished, refund the 
full face value.

ganization of the foreign exchanges, 
travelers’ checks were issued with 
the equivalent in foreign money, at 
which they were payable abroad, 
‘engraved either on the face or back 
of each check. This arrangement 
was convenient to the holder under 
comparatively stable exchange 
rates, but the depreciation of the 
exchanges of many foreign coun- 
tries during and since the war cre- 
ated a demand for a type of check 
which would give the purchaser the 


benefit premium at which the 
dollar sells in- foreign countries. 
Consequently, most forms of trav- 


elers’ checks are now made paya- 
ble abroad at the best rate ruling 
for exchange on New York on the 
day of payment, thus giving the 
holder, in most cases, a greater 
equivalent in foreign money than 
was possible under the old system 
of fixed rates of exchange.’ 

The purchaser holding unused 
travelers’ checks at the conclusion 
of his trips may deposit them in his 
own bank, thereby securing prompt 
redemption at:face value. 

A letter of credit, also a conven- 
ient method | of safely carrying 
funds, is an engraved document 
which introduces the holder to the 
foreign correspondents of the issu- 
ing bank throughout the world. The 
holder may obtain funds at any of 
the banking institutions named in a 
list of correspondents which accom- 
panies the letter of credit. 

Like travelers’ checks, letters of 
eredit are easy to carry and are se- 
cure against loss or theft. The hold- 
€r signs the document when it is 
first issued, and is identified by 
Signatures on the drafts drawn 
against the letter of credit in the 
presence of the paying agent.

Volstead Act Will Meet 
With Failure. 


Dr. Sam Small, famous for his 
fight for thirty years against the 
liquor traffic, addressed a capacity 
audience last night at the Baptist 
Tabernacle on the subject “The Sal- 
vation of Uncle Sam.” The address 
was made as a part of the campaign 
being waged by the National Reform 
association for the retention of the 
eighteenth amendment in: the consti- 
tution of the United States. 

Dr. Small said that Lloyd-George, 
premier statesman of England, re- 
cently declared that the adoption of 
the eighteenth amendment was the 
most amazing work of legislation 
that he had ever seen accomplished. 
England, he continued, could not 
have done so great a work and the 
world will watch the progress of 
prohibition in this counfy. 

Japan’s ambassador, said the 
speaker, has also remarked that all 


the nations of the world were com- 


ing to the United States for help— 
not financial assistance, but for a 
demonstration of sobriety.” 

“And we must not fail,” Dr. 
Small said, “we must make good, 
God has entrusted to us the oppor- 
tunity of doing the greatest work 


in the world. Our national charac- 
ter is at stake—Uncle Sam stands 
out before the world and tells us 
we must prove ourselves. 

Here Dr. Small dealt with facts 
which he said proved that the peo- 
ple of the United States were not 
going to sanction a change. The old 
liquor-head says ‘do you suppose the 
law will stay in the constitution?’ 
Of course’ it will stay, God will 
not permit our fair land to be turn- 
ed back to shame, and the 
eighteenth amendment will stay 
until He gets ready to pull the 
props from under the world.” 


Dr. Small ridiculed the effort of | 


those Whom he. termed “flannel- 
mouth liquor drinkers,’ who em- 
ployed lawyers to try to get the 
United States supreme court to re- 
move the eighteenth amendment 
from the constitution. He sald the 
Supreme court did not have any 
more power than dan individual to 
take out or put in anything in the 
constitution. “It is an insult to the 
intelligent people of the country for 
any one to have supposed that bay- 
window, silk-shirted capitalists 
could influence the abolishment of 
a law that the best people of thirty- 
six states had indorsed,” he said. 

“Nineteen men, who started with 
me thirty years ago to drive liquor 
out of the country, have mét their 
death at the hands of assassins, or- 
dered by the gods of liquor traffic, 
but the ball that we started rolling 
in Georgia in 1907 has been given a 
~ sh across the country and today 
it rests beneath the capitol dome 
at Washington. 

That national prohibition would 
ever be abolished, Dr. Small said, 
“was the silliest dream.” He also 
ridiculed the reports made by the 
liquor traffic that the amendment 
was adopted when the people were 
excited over the war. He pointed 
out that in 1916, when the country 
was rejoicing that they had been 
kept out of war, only eight states 


were needed for the ratification of | 


the amendment, and then the pro- 


hibition leaders said they would go ''$ 


and get those eight states, with the 
result that in the next election 
every state needed was secured.

Immediate Election Effects. 


What immediate effect the elec- 
tion will have upon trade sti]l re- 
mains to be seen, but the effect, 
whatever it is, will be psycholog- 
ical. The deflation process which 
has been going on for some time 
was largely. psychological in jts in- 
ception. It began with a public re- | 
volt against high prices, which’ has 
brought about some radical declines. 
So far as wholesalers are con- 
cerned it has largely run its course, 
while it remains for retailers to 
complete the operation. The prob- 
ability is that retailers will soon 
have disposed of their high-priced 
stocks, for as a rule they did not 
overload. As long ago as last 
spring the temper of the public be- 
gan to be felt, and dealers began 
to be wary. In the course of a few 
weeks ¥etail merchants should find
